On Friday, HovaBtMr 22, 1M3, I aaa drlvlnc tha laad car of tba Praaldantlal 
Hotoreada. In tba car vltb aa vara Sacrat Sarrlca Aganta Forraat Sorrala 
and Lyn Lawaon, and Sharlff Bill Dackar. Wa had lad tha ■otorcada free 
Lova Fiald on tha praaorlbad routa. . Wa tumad rifht on Main Straat f roai 
Haraood Straat. Wa contlnuad on Main Btraat aaat to Houaton ahara *a tumad 
right to prooaad to lla Straat. Wa aada tba laft turn (Mat) and wara pn>- 
caadlng at a apaad of approaiaataly 8 to 10 allaa par hour. Tba tlaa waa 
about 12:30 p.*. Wa procaadad toasrd tha Triple Undarpaaa ablch la about ona 
block froB Kouaton Straat. Aa I raeall, wa vara about balt-«ay bataaan Houaton 
and tba Trlpla Undarpaaa »han I haard a abarp crack. Scaaona aald: "IS that 
a flra orackar?" Aftar thla raaark, I raaaabar haarlnc two otbar abarp raporta. 
All of thaaa raporta wara flrad fairly cloaa togathar. Tbara waa parbapa a 
longar pauaa batwaan tha flrat and aacoad raporta than batwaan tha aacond and 
third. At thla tlaa I glaaoad Into ay raar vlaw alrror and could aaa a ooaao- 
tlon In tha Praaidant'a oar which I ballava waa about 100 faat bablnd our car 
at thla tlaa. At thla tlaa wa could aaa that tha Praaldantlal car waa apaadlsg 
up and aoaaona In tha oar aald: "Lat'a gat out of hara." Than a aolo aotor- 
cycl* off Icar pullad up bablnd ay car aad I aakad: "What baa bappanad In tba 
Praaldantlal car - baa aoaaona baan hit?" Tba offloar aald: "Taa." 1 told 
hia to haad for Parkland Hoapital which la tha naaraat hoapltal froa that 
location. 

I laaad lately want on tha air and Inferaad tha dlapatchar to notify Parkland 
Hoapltal to atand by for an aaargancy. I than broadeaaS ordara to aurround 
tba building 1 aaad lately , aaanlng the building froa which tba abota had been 
flrad. We then proeaedad out Staaaona Bxpraaaway to Induatrlal Boulevard, to 
Harry Hlnaa Boulevard to the SSOO block, to the eaa«gency entrance of Parkland 
Hoapltal. I alighted froa the ear and ruahed In and told aoaa of the attendanta 
atandlng by to bring the atratchera out. I apant aoaa tlaa In the hoapltal SM*-

Dear Sir: 

Subsequent to the arrest of Lee Harvey Oswald, the local newspapers 
reported that the Dallas- Police Dep* . alledsedly reported that Lee 
Harvey Oswald was a member of the American Civil Liberties Union and 
had asked that the ACLU furnish a lawyer to defend him. I have several 
questions that I would appreciate an answer to from your department. 

First : Did Oswald have In his possession a membership card from the 
American Civil Liberties Union.? If so what name was on the card and 
what address was given on it.? What information was on the back of the 
card . ? 

Second : If Oswald did not have a membership card from the ACLU In his 
possesion from whom did you obtain the Information that he was a member 
of the American Civil Liberties Uaion.7 Did you check or verify the 
statement as to accuracy before releasing this alledged information 
to the press.? If Oswald did not have an ACLU membership card in his 
possesion and his membership was not verified at that time then what 
was the purpose of the alledged statement to the press.? Was it for 
the express purpose of smearing the ACLU with unfavorable publicity 
and if so for what reason.? 

I never knew Lee Harvey Oswald and I dlspise what he did or is alledged 
to have done and if guilty I would have liked to have seen him legally 
tried and executed for his crime. W interest is whether or not the 
statement alledgedly made regarding Oswald's membership In the ACLU 
is true or not.? I have never seen any subsequent newspaper reports 
denying the first report by the Dallas Police Dept. Your olarlf ioatlon 
on this matter would be appreciated.? A self addressed stamped envelope
